While this conclave were making prepa- 
ration for the trial, a few members of the 
Hlouse, and others, assembled at the room 
of Mr. Giddings, in Mr. Adam’s behalf. 
Joshua Leavitt, of Massachusetts, and 
Theodore Wild, among the ablest and most 
effective advocates of Emancipation, being 
present, were commissioned to call on Mr. 
Adams and tender any assistance in the 
power of those there assembled to render. 
The venerable statesman expressed his 
most profound gratitude for this offer of 
friendly aid. All the assistance he request- 
ed, however, was the examination of cer- 
tain points in authorities a list of which 
he gave them. This task was of course 
performed with alacrity, and Mr. Adams 
found his desk next morning covered with 
volumes ready for immediate use. 

After the reading of the journal, on the 
25th, Mr. Marshall submitted three resolu- 
tions as an amendment to those of Mr. 
Gilmer; in which it was set forth that the 
conduct of Mr. Adams might be held to 
merit expulsion; that the House deemed it 
an act of mercy and grace when it only in- 
flicted upon him the severest censure for 
what was so unworthy of his past relations 
to the State, and his present position; and 
that this they did for the maintenance of 
their purity and dignity; and for the rest, 
they turned him over to his own conscience 
and the indignation of all American citi- 
zens. Marshall evidently entered upon his 
work with enthusiasm and zeal, heart and 
hope. He was an orator of rare gifts, 
though ambitious, egotistical and of un- 
balanced judgment. Like too many, how- 
ever, thus generously endowed, the fulill- 
ment did notanswer his early promise. He 
became the victim of intemperate habits; 
and though through the persuasive influ- 
ence of the late Governor Brigys of Massa- 
chusetts, then a member of the House, he 
reformed for a few months, he soon relaps- 
ed and became an utter wreck. When he 
arose to speak On this occasion, the galle- 
ries were thronged and the louse filled 
with privileged persons. Iespoke with so 
much eloquence and force, that Mr. Adams’ 
enemies were very much elated, and his 
friends correspondingly depressed.

Georgia’s Representation in Con- 
gress. ~ 

The Atlanta CoNsTITUTION recommends 
that the Democratic Executive Committee 
should meet for the purpose of considering 
the question of the representation of Geor- 
gia in Congress, and seeing whether the 
eleetions for Congressmen may not be held 
this fall, notwithstanding Mr. Bullock’s de- 
sire to deprive the State of representation, 
by pretending that the members of the 40th 
have a right tosit in the 4lst Congress 
without another election. 

The suggestion is a good one, and we 
hope it will bespeedily adopted. Nothing 
can be more clear than that the State is 
now unrepresented. The members who 
sat inthe Congress which expired on the 
4th of last March, have no more legal right 
to sit in the present Congress than they 
have to sit in the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties. The Constitution of the United 
States says that each State shall elect its 
representatives every two years. Neither 
the juggling of the pie-bald Convention, the 
usurped power of Bullock, or the rambling 
“opinion” of Attorney General Farrow, 
can change or set aside this plain require- 
ment of the supreme law. If Mr. Bullock 
has the right to decree that Messrs. Prince 
and Clift, of Skowhegan, who were fraudu- 
lently elected representatives of Georgia in 
the last Congress, shall continue to repre- 
sent Georgiain the present Congress with- 
outeven the form of an election by the 
people, why should not Mr. Bullock have 
an equal right to decree that those inter- 
esting little New Englanders shall repre- 
sent Georgia during the term of their nat- 
ural lives or during the pleasure of Mr. 
Bullock ? 

The fact is, Bullock knows that should an 
election be held as the law requires, not

‘ ite this because we suppose any of 
our readers do not know that damp cotton 
ought to be sunned, but because there is 
always a strong temptation to neglect it. 
It involves trouble, should be turned over, 
and must be watched, to avoid the showers 
of rain, etc., etc., but we are sure every ob- 
serving person will agree with us that the 
increased beauty of “sample,” when ginned, 
will more than repay the trouble of drying. 
We cannot, from .persoval experience, de- 
cide between the various ginns now before 
the public. Our readers will find in our 
advertising columns, descriptions of several 
different kinds from which to make their 
selections. 

Where itcan be done without detriment 
to the cotton crop, it is desirable to house 
corn during the present or early part of the 
ensuing month, before the winter rains 
have set in; and where house room is 
abundant it is well to store it away in the 
shuck, as corn is then less troubled by weev- 
ils Or rats. 

Fall oats should be sown now, as soon as 
possible, and we would most earnestly urge 
upon our readers to increase this valuable 
crop. For certainty of succeeding and for 
the amount produced, oats sown in Sep- 
tember are worth double of those sown in 
the spring. Clover and grasses may also 
be sown now and have time to get estab- 
lished before severe weithersetsin. There 
is this advantage in sowing now, that 
should there be a failure in securing a 
stand, one has an opportunity of resowing, 
either in whole or in part, in the spring. 
Fér clover or grass, pulverize the land 
thoroughly, manure the surface, sow the 
seed, and cither leave the rains to cover 
them or run aroller over them.— Southern

Simply put in 
clean jars and cover with a strong brine. 
This will keep pure butter a year, fresh 
and sweet, as we know by experience. It 
is almost equally good to put in oak casks, 
headed tight. This is equivalent to can- 
ning fruit. The brine in the case of the 
jar acts as a heading, keeping the air out. 
But butter mows pagen e well; we have 
never experimented on r butter. 
Work out the buttermilk till sg as only 
pure “ beads,” clear as. rain water; but do 
not work so much as to break the grain, in 
which case you have a tough, heavy article 
in winter, and grease in summer. Such 
butter we advise no one to try to preserve.
